A Bold Step Contemplated. 


In.ilic Massachuseits I.cgislaluro two bills arc pending 


which provide'for .a rale of hire on lite Boston L:lcv;itccl Rail- 
way less than llie.cosl of rendering Ihe service, the clclicit lo 
be made'.iip.by.direct.laxalioiiii In order to ascertain whether 
such letjislatioii would he constitutional the Senate called upon 
the Stale Si^relne Court for an opinion. This has been sub- 
mitted by the'courl; and .il is that the legislation would he 
constitutional. 'This is based on the ground that the railway 
is operated for a public-purpose. 
The court says: "It com- 


monly'has been'held'that stockholders of such corporations 
who have wiscly^ind honcslly invested in properly actually 
used-for the benefit:of thc.-public arc entitled to a reasonable 
return upon their investments." 


Nevertheless this is a.'new and startling doctrine. 
The 


building- and operation of street railways has been entrusted 
to corporalions in the past and these corporations have pock- 
eted the profits that.have beet] derivetl, as they had a right lo 
do. 'And il is'known Hull iii ihe past these profits have been 
large in the case of many of the roads. Out of late years the 
increased use:of automobiles and increased costs of operating 
the railways have reduced Ihe profits to a point that has be- 
come troub.lesqnie to'the stockholders, who now it seems, al 
least in the case of Ihe Boston Elevated, arc frying to shift the 
burden tb ihe shoulders of the public. 
• This proposition maybe good law, but it will be difhcult to 
convince the public tliat it is justice, save for one possible 
exception. Of late years the law has had a good deal to say 
about how such-transportation systems should be operated, 
being prompted thereto by Hie demands of the public, which 
liave sleadily increased in numbers and vocifcrousncss. There 
have been all sorts of complaints about the lack of accommo- 
dations and Ihe rales of fare.; People have "hollered" because 
there'were not enoiigh"cars and a scat for every passenger.

After all, direcl taxation for!the support of street railway 


systems, especially in the big cities,'would be a long step in a; 
direction which the. people of this country should not be 
willing lo face. 'There is something radically wrong when a 
system like the Boston Elevated fails to pay reasonable iv- 
iiirhs on the investment, and the wrongs should be righted 
before the people of the city are called upon lo make up de-j 
ficits lo be pai dlhrough the lax collector.

This particular case is Boston's concern, but il is of general 


; interest because if such a system is adopted there il will be 


liable to spread to oilier cities and slates \vhose lax burdens 
are already quite heavy enough.
